Buffalo , X. Y., Dec. 15.—The illness of 
General 4Viaster Workman Powderiy causes 
much anxiety in Knights of Labor circles in 
this city . 
Prominent knights profess to be­ 
lieve that his enemies will seize upon the op­ 
portunity to make further inroads upon his 
position and undormiue him. 
There is a 
feeling of uneasiness among union men that 
the internal troubles in the ranks of the or­ 
der may end in its disruption, and the trades 
unions are not the least backward in express­ 
ing the opiuionthat the knights have reached 
the pinnacle of greatness, and that the or­ 
ganization is rapidly retrograding. 
Commenting upon the situation A lolph 
Strasser, president of the International Ci- 
gar-Makers’ union, said: 
“ I am not suprised 
at the trouble in the Philadelphia assembly , 
for it only verifies my prediction made over 
a y ear ago, when I said that instead of some 
700,000 paper members in the Knights of La­ 
bor there would not be over 170,000 at the 
end of two y ears. 
As a matter of fact the 
real strength of the organization now is not 
over 120,000. 
The great strength of the or­ 
ganization \va3 in the New England states, 
and it bad some 120,000 members there two 
y ears ago. Now I doubt whether it has over 
20,000. 
The progress was too rapii. 
The 
order swept over the country like a great 
wave. 
It is bound to recede just as rapidly 
as it advanced.” 
“ The principal reason,” lie went on, “ for 
this reaction, is that men joined the order for 
selfish motives, hoping to Letter their condi­ 
tion. 
That is the case, of course, in every or­ 
ganization, but in the K. of L. the intention 
of the members is not so much to better the 
condition of the workingmen, but for the in­ 
crease of wages. 
It ha.* not so much for its 
object raising the standard of labor as in­ 
creasing its pay .

If the capitalists succeed in defeating them 
then the unions w 11 have to fight the next 
buttle. 
“ It is folly to as ¡art, however, that there 
will be a break up within two weeks, a 
month, or a y ear. 
Nor do I look for Pow- 
derly ’s down fail right away . 
He is a brainy 
man; a magnetic man, too; he is a goo I ac­ 
tor, and can cry on the least provocation, 
genuine tears at that. 
He alway s makes 
friends, arid men who are ugainst him turn to 
his side when they hear him speak, for he ap­ 
peals to the heart an i not the head. 
The 
palatial quarters in Philadelphia are not the 
cause of the downfall of the order by any 
mean*. 
It is the fact that those joining the 
order did so to get money , not to pay it.” 
Bchantox , Pa., Dec. 15.—Mr. Powderiy 
was resting easier Wednesday afternoon, and 
seemed to b » improving. 
Telegrams of in­ 
quiry and sy mpathy are being received by 
the hundred from all parts of the country , 
lie slept soundly tbioughout the forenoon.
